WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  Mint  will  accept  orders  for  three  products  featured  in  the  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  Program 
beginning  at  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET)  on  December  20,  2012. 

2012  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  Series  —  Frances  Cleveland  (second  term),  Proof  (product  code  PK5),  and  Uncirculated 
(product  code  PK6) 

The  coin’s  obverse  (heads  side)  features  a  portrait  of  Mrs.  Cleveland  and  the  inscriptions  FRANCES  CLEVELAND,  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST,  LIBERTY,  2012, 24th,  and  1893-1897.  The  reverse  (tails  side)  of  the  24-karat  gold  coin  depicts  an  event  emblematic  of 
her  popularity  with  the  public.  Inscriptions  are  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  $10,  V2  OZ.  and  .9999  FINE 
GOLD.  Maximum  mintage  is  set  at  13,000  across  both  product  options.  Customer  demand  will  determine  the  ratio  of  proof 
coins  to  uncirculated  coins  produced  within  the  total  maximum  issuance  of  13,000.  Pricing  will  be  based  on  the  United  States 
Mint’s  pricing  structure  for  gold  coins,  available  at  http: //www.usmint. gov/catalog. 

2012  United  States  Mint  Presidential  $1  Coin  and  First  Spouse  Medal  Set™  -  Grover  Cleveland  (second  term,  product  code 
XQ6) 

The  set  includes  an  uncirculated  quality  Grover  Cleveland  Presidential  $1  Coin  (second  term)  and  a  bronze  medal  bearing 
likenesses  of  the  designs  that  appear  on  the  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  (second  term)  struck  in  Frances  Cleveland's  honor.  The 
coin  and  medal  are  encased  in  a  durable  plastic  card  that  is  enhanced  with  beautiful  representations  of  the  portraits  of  the 
President  and  first  lady,  with  issuance  information  on  the  back.  The  set  is  priced  at  $9.95. 

2012  First  Spouse  Bronze  Medal  Series:  Four-Medal  Set  -  (product  code  X84) 

The  set  includes  one  each  of  the  four  bronze  medals  bearing  the  likenesses  of  the  designs  that  appear  on  the  First  Spouse  Gold 
Coins  honoring  Alice  Paul  and  the  Suffrage  Movement,  Frances  Cleveland  (first  and  second  terms),  and  Caroline  Harrison. 

The  set  is  priced  at  $16.95.
